CiiicAQO, June 22.— The dejup t w to 

the DfirKJcratic national cotaventlon 
were slow in assembling. When the 
hour for callin;,' tho convention to order 
arrived there were not more thiin half 
the delegates present. At 12:4.5 Chair- 
nan Btiot, of the national committee, 
sroM and oommaaded alienee, after 
which he presented Rer. John Room, 
who offered prayer. He said: 

O, Almighty God, Ijord of heaven and 
Great .Judge of all the earth, who h^t ne- 
sted man in Thine image, that he niav 
do Thy win on earth as Thy holy angels al 
ways do Thy service "in heaven, vouchsafe 
to send Thy Messing upon the»e Tliy 
serrantH, that tliey nwiy Ihj Lfoverned by 
the holy spirit to do all such things a» are 
pleasing in Thy sight. Fill them with 
wisdom and understanding, that truth 
and justice may he promoted by their con- 
sultations, and piety and religion increassd 
thjongbont this land. I.<et all bitterness 
ai>d wrong, all anger and evil speaking Iki 
put away froni them, so that tlipy may 
discharge tht-ir duty to 'I'hee, to cai li other 
and to all men. \Vo adore and majfiiify 
Thy glorious name for all the lilessings, 
many and great, Thou hast showered 
npon this nmon; and wehcMech Thee to 
eontinne this loving kindness, that peace 
may abide and true liberty abound. O, 
^ou That hearest prayers, we are not 
worthy of the h ast of all Thy niercies, but 
heai- Thou, Lord, from huavi-n. Thy dwell- 
ing place, as Thou hast forgiven, and 
gracU)U8ly barken to these our suppllca- 
nons, which we make In the name and for 
^iakaof Thy aQii,«N» teTionr, Jeaua 
Ouriat 

The Lord's prayer waa then repeated, 
▲t its conclndon. Chairman Brioe said: 
"Gentleman of the convention, by direc* 
tion of the national committee the chair 
presents to this convention as its tempo- 
rary officers the gentlemen named in the 
f ollowiag Uak, wuofa the aeorstary will 
read. 

Becretary Bheerin announced the tem- 
porary organization: William C. Owens, 
of Kentticky, temporary chairman; sec- 
retary, 8. P. Sheenn; principal reading 
clerk, Nicholas M. BeU, of Miasonri; 
aergeants-at-arms, Richard S. Bright, of 
Intfiuia, Charles Jewett, of Indiana, 
and Thomas Wilson, of Minneaota. 
Adlai E. Stevenson, of Illinois, waa 
named to attend Mr. Owens to the 
Bpeaker*s chair. 

After a greeting of applause, Mr. 
Owens spoKc thus: 

Two great daugers menace the Demo- 
cratic iMjrty, one is external, the other in- 
ternal; the first is the organized machinery 
(tf organized capital supported by the 
whole power of UK government: the sec- 
ond is the tendency among Democrats to 
make issues among themselves. Two netnls 
therefore .'•t.iiiil ticfore us iiidispt'n.sable 
to Huci ess unity and harmony. Of the 
one this chair anil savel stand repreiteuta- 
tivs; \t fsmains lor yon to supply the 
other. 

In this s|>irit I greet you fellow Demo- 
crats, as ti.i- advance gnartl of a grand 
army sent forward to bla/.e a pathway to 
victory. How moinentous is your res|ioMs- 
ibility 1 need not tell you. If you work in 
wisdom the millions " toilint; in shop and 
mine and field will rise and call you 

Hie roll call of the republic attests that 

Its heart and its conscience are with us in 
our war with the i-epre.sentatives of greed. 
The b(«<t th(Uighi of our [larty is a plat- 
form that <:hallengcs the ap[iroliatlon and 
invites the support of the people.

and tliat tlie credentials of sm h delegate 
be deliveifd liy cacli (lelegation to tlie 
fommittee oil cri b iitiaK. 

(■General Hran^r. of Wisconsin, otfereil 
as an amendment that the rules of tin; 
last Democratic convention ^,'overn thin 
body until otlierwise ordered. 

Mr. White aci cptt<(l this amendment 
N.s I'cin^: tir-t in oi d' r, aiul temporarily 
withdrew liis resolution which he again 
offered after Geueral Hi agg s ^,ulJ!jtitut« 
was passed. It was read by Heading 
Clerk Bell. 

Mr. Rhodes, .-(f Alabama, interposeil 
with an amendment wliicb was read. It 
j)rovided f.u- a ooiiimiUeo on rules in a<l- 
difioii to the ot'lier committees. There 
was a brief discussion of the aiiicnd- 
iiieiit. the Pxpliuiation l)eing made that 
the original resoltifitms dele^'ated the 
work of the pro])osed committee to the 
committee on pennanent organization. 

The ainendineiit wjts adopted, how- 
ever, and the resolution as imended 
went through- The clerk then read the 
roll call and the chairman of each dele- 
gation handed in oT aaaoaiioed the 
names chosen. 

^Ir. Cable, of Illinois, offered a resolu- 
tion of symiiathy to .lames ii. Blaine, 
"that this convViitioii tender its pro- 
found .symjiatliy to that distinguished 
American. .lames (>. Blaine, in the many 
aftlictions which have l)ef alien him." 

The reiwling of the name of Mr. Blaine 
was the !!ignal for an outlnirst of greater 
enthu.-'iaem than the convention hiwl 
known before. Tlie resolution waa 
adoi)ted witlKjut dissent. 

Edward C. Swett, of Maine, got the 
floor and i)riefly thanked the convention 
on U'half of the Maine delegation. 
Snch an aflliction a.s Mr. BlallM'a, he 
said, levelled all ranks. 

Continuing he referretl to the many 
misfortunes anil l^Meavements which 
had come unon the disiinK'iished gentle- 
man in the bust few years, and said that 
only in a LK^mocratic convention "can 
we extend to him the sympathy which 
comes from every section an<l eveiy 
state." Mr. Swetfs remarks were 
greeted with prolonged apjjlause. 

An invitation from the world's fair 

for tlie deiegataatovldttlMfirtrpovtda 

was read. 

(ieiieral Bragg, of Wisconsin, moved 
that the convention adjourn to 12 
o'clock, Imt on snggestion of r^veral del- 
egates changed the hour to 11 o'clock. 

Before the motion coulil be jnit the 
delegates were in the aisles, and when 
at four minutes to 2 o'clock, the chair- 
man declared the convention adjourned. 



COMMIT TEE WORK. 
W. X. WllBoa. of West Tlrglala, Selected 

PeHBOBent Chalrrasn. 

CitiCAiKi, June 22.— The committee 
on permanent organization met imme- 
diately after the adjournment of the 
convention and elected S. W. Fordyce. 
of Arkanaas, chainnan. A determined 
effort waa inada to adjoom tha oommit- 
tee until some time in the evening, and 
a roll call was had on a motion to recess 
to 4 o'clock. It waj< lieaten by a clo.se 
vote. Then Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky, 
nominated W. L. Wilson, of West Vir- 
ginia, for pennanent chairman of the 
couTHitlaii. Gtoneral Harrison, of Ala 
bama, presented on behalf of the young 
Democracy of the south the name of 
Fleming Dubignon. "Virginia seconded 
the nomination of Wilson and Iowa that 
of DnUgnon. Mr. Dubignon, who was 
attending a meeting of the committee 
on resolutions in the same room, came 
over and asked that his name be with 
drawn, but (General Barrison refused 
to withdraw it. On the roll call, how 
ever, it was so evident that Wilson had 
been chosen that Gtoneral Harrison 
moved to make the nomination onani 
mons and it was done. 

Delegate T. C. Morse, ofKantnc^y, 
a^ked permission to present a resolution. 
He did not state what it was, bnt stand 
ing upon a chair, began to make a 
Bi>eech. He said the Democratic party, 
in their national conventions, had been 
haiDpared in freedom of choioe by a rule 
that waa not Democratic. "The two 
tbirda rale as at itresent in force is an 
ontrage," ba saia, amid orlos of "sit 
down," "come off," etc. The orator 
could not be stifled, however, but said 
that the majority should rule, and a 
resolution to that effect should be adopt- 
ed. There were cries of "No, no, leave 
it as it is." and then Chainnan Fordyce 
said: "The two-third rale has always 
worked well in Democratic conventions, 
and there ia no reason why we should 
change it. We tried it seme years ago, 
bnt without avail." Upon a vote being 
taken the resolution waa defeated by an 
overwhelming majority. A long list of 
vice iiresidents ana secretaries was then 
a^^reed upon. 

Committee oii Creilentlala. 

The committee on credentials orgt>n- 
ized immediately after the adioiimment 
of the couvention by electing Him. John 

E. Lauib, of Indiana, as chairman, and 

F. C. AoaiBiMl of Florida, as secretary. 
Tlie committee adjourned to meet at 
the Marquette hotel at 4:80 p. m. 

The oconmittee met in the Marquette 
hotel at 4dM> o'clock. There were only a 
few members absent. Chairman Lamb 
stated that contests had been filed from 
Alabama, Pennsylvania, Indian Terri- 
tory and the District of Columbia. 

Oeneral Brasg, from Wisconsin, 
stated that there was a contest on be- 
half of the SyTacuse (N. Y.) convention 
delegates, 

Mr. lielmont, from New York, who 
was present as the proxy f(jr Bourke 
Cochran, of the New York delegation, 
asked if it was of aftvmal cfaanWtM or 
simply a protest. 

Oeneral Bragg replied that it waa a 
formal oonteet ox-tha Sxraoose.ditlegiteit 



and that he wo.nld ask 'that when New 
York was reached the piipers filed by 
him be taken up and formally oooaid- 

ered. 

Mr. Foote, of OaHfomia. said that he 
understoxl that this was simply in the 
nature of a protest, to which tieneral 
Bragg rejilied that it had all the ele- 
ments and in fact was • cooteetin every 

grii:<e of the word. 

The papers in the Syracuse case were 
signed by a committee of seven, ap- 
jiointed by a meeting of tb.e Syracuse 
di'legation lieM in the moiiiing. The 
coiuniittee is coi.ijiosed of tlf following 
iiieinbei-s: F. li. Coudert, A, Orr, 
Norton Chase, T. t ). Mason. E. B. 
Whitnev. E. M. Shepherd and Franklin 
D. Locke. 

The roll was then called and the 
credentials of all the uieinbers from the 
various states ill which no contests Iiad 
been rejioi-ted. eitlier from the national 
committee or to the commiftee on cre- 
dentials were pas'-ed uji'iii as regular. 

The roll was again cilled and when 
Alabama v s reached, notice of a con- 
test was given but was jiassed over us 
the contestants were not ready to pro- 
ceeil with the presentation (if tueir 
case. 

Wilt n Arizona wa,s reached, Nathaniel 
Baker, dele^Mte t'r< ,\n Wyoming, moved 
that the recoiiiineiidatioii of the nation- 
al committee entitlinu Arizona and New 
Me.xico to si.x votes in the national con- 
vention b«' adopted. 

National Coiiiinittetiian Fields, of 
New Mexico, made an eaniest and elo- 
quent s]iee 11 in behalf of the motion. 

He was t( "owcii liy Nationan Com- 
mitteeman .erndon, of Arizona, and 
National (..('mmitteenian Thomas, of 
Colorado, both of whom made earnest 



and impressive appeala for 
represtntation. 

Cleneral Bragg, of Wiaooaaln, oppoaed 
the motion in a stnAig and earneat 
speech, in which he said thai the ehe- 
tion of TUden in 1876 had been delartBd 
bv the admission of Colorado aaaatate. 
Tne committee on creden t ials at that 
time was moved bv sentiment and not 
by facts, and he raised Ua Toice against 
nmning the risk of admitting the terri- 
tories on the promise that If thev be- 
came states they would vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket. Further debate fdlowed, 
and a motion entitling Arizona and New 
Mexico to seats in -the national Demo- 
cratic convention waa adopted by 84 
ayes to 14 nays. The committee then 
took a recess. 

Committee on Beeolutlona. 

The committee on resolutions met im- 
mediataly after the adjournment of the 
convention, and temporarily organized 
with Hon, Tlioniaa F. Bayard, of Dela- 
ware, aii chairman, and C. H. .Tones as 
secretary. Florida, Nebraska and Ver- 
mont Were the only alxientees when the 
roll call was completed. It waa moveil 
that the organization be made perma- 
nent, but upon Mr. Bayard s suggestion 
the motion was withdrawn. 

Senator Brice tendered to the cimimit- 
tee the u«e of the national committee's 
parlor at the Palmer House for its meet- 
ing. The c(mirnittee acxepted the invi- 
tation and adjourned to meet again at H 
o'chK'k. 

When the . committee On resolutions 
rea.ssembled at •'i o'clock it was proposed 
to make the temjiorary organization 
l)ermanent. A stmtiment, however, was 
manifested in the selection of Colonel 
Charles II. Jones, of St. Louls, as chair- 
man, in recogiiiti(m of his labors in be- 
half of ( leveland. and Mr. Bayard vol- 
untarily withdrew in his favor. 

As ^oon as Major Jones had taken the 
chair, he presented a rough draft of a 
platbiiin t!:at he had prepared for the 
consideration of the committee, but it 
was decided to refer its reading for the 
time beinn and t(> give audience to a 
niiniK'r of delegations that were on the 
outside, and an.xifius to lie heard m 
questions that they regarded, as of suiti- 
cient iiiiiiortance to be treated in the 
platform. 

The first delegation to be admitted 
was one from the recent national con- 
vention »)n the Nicaragua can.il. It was 
led by Judge Laurence An lier, of Cali- 
fornia, who told the committee that the 
recent convention was composed of rep- 
resentatives of nearly every state of the 
Union, and that it was the deliberate 
opinion of that convention that tlie 
prosTiect of building the canal waw 
Wlble at a cost of less than |100,0()0,- 
000, This rejiort wius based on the ojiin- 
ion of comi)etent engineers of thi.s and 
other countries, and with Suez as a suc- 
cess and Panama a failure such opinions 
were entitled to Ije accepted. 

Regardwl an a measure of defense in 
the event of war ainl also as a matter of 
commerce, it was no more than proper 
that the I'uited States should give the 
jiroject aid and that it should be under 
governmental control. If the United 
States did not aid then other capital 
would Ix) obtained, and the control 
would fall into the hands of some other 
IK)wer. This the United Stalea OOOld 
Ui)t and would not jiermit. 

The Republican convention, said 
Judge (Isborne, had adopted a resolu- 
tion, but they sought at the hands of the 
Democracy something more and better 
in the incorporation in the platform of 
the folic iwing: "We recognize the Mon- 
roe doctrine a.- embodying a cardinal 
principle of tlie Democratic party and 
msi.st uiMin its enforcement wherever 
circumstancea may require, and to that 
end for lM)tli defence and commerce 
alike, we demand that the Nicaragua 
canal be built >vith American money 
and be absolutely controlled by the 
United States. The completion of this 
work will be the greatest achievement 
of the age. " 

Ex-Congressnian Converse also made 
an address and the ailagaWoB tlMBwith* 

drew. 

A committee from the executive board 
of tlie world's Columbian exhibition, 
heailed by Hon. Lyman Qage, was the 
ne.xt to be admitted. It asked for the 
insertion in the platform of a jilank 
dealing with the international character 
of the fair, and the respon.sibility of the 
|{overnment for its success, and declar- 
ing tlial tlie government is bound to ren- 
der whatever tinaucial aid may be necee- 



Flower, of New York, came to the sup- 
port of the delegation with a brief but 
energetic address, supporting in every 
detail the argomenta that had been ad- 
vanced. 

At this jnuctnre there waa sent into 
the committee a memorial from the 
Anti-Oonvict Contract Labor association 
of the United Statee, asking for adoption 
ofaplMik similar to that which ap- 
peared In the platform at the last Demo- 
cratic ut&te convention at Albany, de- 
claring that the party is opposed to each 
labor. This waa JhA aaide for the 
moment without diKttHlon, and Snsan 
B. Anthony, who waa accompanied by 
Miss Ifary Osborne, of Louisville, was 
invited into the audience chamber. 
Miss Anthony aaked for Ave minutes 
only, but on motiaB ol ~ " 
Bayard, the commitiM tdd her to 
ten, > conoeesion that brought out from 
the vefemm advocate of womana' rights 
the aprooM ivmark that woman tneral- 
ly askedfor an inch and took an eli, 
but in this caae they asked for an inch 
and had been freely given the eU. 

Miaa Anthony asked te the Incorpor- 
ation in the platfbrm or ttw fbUowing 
plank: "That whether w« view the 
suffrage as a privilege or aa • natural 
right.lt belongs equally to every citizen 
of good character and legal age, under 
governments hence women as well as 
men shMdd Mijoy the dignity and pro- 
tection of the baUot m their own 
hands." 

The f ollowlnf iwotartkn fhn tiM 2f »- 
tional Leagne for tiie ProtectloB of 
American institutions was presented: 

No state shall pass any law respecting 
an establishment of religion or prohibit- 
ing the free ezerdae thereof, or use its 
property or credit, or anv mOMgr .raised 
by taxation, or raised eitner to oe used 
for the purpose of founding, maintain- 
ing or aiding, by appropriation, pay- 
ment for services, enenses, or other- 
wise, 4uiy church, religious denomina- 
tion or religious society, or any institu- 
tion, society or undertaking which is 
wholly or in part under sectman or ec- 
clesiastical control. 

The same appeal waa presented to the 
national Reimblican convention and re- 
ceived recognition in the platform. 

The silver plank in the platfonn, pro- 
i)o«ed by Major Charles H. Jones, of 
Missouri, was quite lengthy, hut in a 
•entence. it demanded the free coinage 
jf gold and silver dollars of equal value. 
A^nybody who has a gold dollar's worth 
of bullion should have the right to de- 
mand it's coinage. This declaration, the 
member said, seemed to be satisfactory 
♦o the majority. 

At 11 o'clock the reading of the plat- 
form and the suggestions that were 
made respeotfllf wmn aeveral planks as 
they were read, we eonolnded. At that 
time there wan a great mass of matter 
before the n inmittee. there being six or 
seven distinct poainons for a silver 
plank. 

Then on motion the committee ad- 
journed until 10 o'clock this morning, 
at which time the sub-committee on re- 
vision is expected to be ready with a 
complete dnst of the platform. 

The sub-committee Is said to stand 8 
to 8 against free ooinage of ailvw. After 
the otnnmlttee had adjourned, Ifihe mem 
bers of the committee separated for 
lunch, and at midnight began in earnest 
their work of ec&ting the maaa of 
material before them. 

Committee oil Kule*. 

The committee on rules met in the 
afterno<in. William E. EiilHsIi. of In- 
diana, was nanit^l for chainnan. and C. 
E. (rarner. of Florida, secretary. Mr. 
English was respoii>.ible for the state- 
ment that t!i' c iiiii.iittee at a subse- 
quent meeting wouid adopt the rules of 
the laat national conventi on. 

THE SITUA TION SIZED UP. 

It i« ClevelMd Against the FiolU, with 
Oood Chaaees to Win. 
Chicaoo, Jtue 23.— The New York 
delegation leaders have renewed the 

fight ill ^Ir. Hill's beh;ilf, ;in<l aru now 
alleging that a dai k horse may yet bear 
Mr. Cleveland. The rank and file of 
Hill men do not. however, share this 
seiitinuiit, and it is i-umiiioii talk mi the 
street comers and in the hotel lobbies 
where New York state men are gathered 
or where the Tammany banner is dis- 
played that the Hm pAopk are badly 
beaten. 

Mr. Murphv took particular palBB last 
night to send for the newspapermen 

and denv the story that some members 
of the N'ew York delegation had a*ked 
that Mr. Hill's name be dropped. 

"There is not a word of tmth in it. ' 
he said, "uolxHly has thought of such a 
thing. We do not concede that we are 
lieaten and shall not conceile so until 
after a ballot has d^-rmined it." 

State Treasurer ijliott Danforth said: 
"Mr. Cleveland ia not yet nominated 
and my candid opinion is that he will 
not be. Why. at a little conference yes- 
terday aftennHm we figured out the op- 
position to Mr. Cleveland and can 
muster ten votes, and that precludes his 
nomination on the first ballot. In atldi- 
tion to that we believe that the vote for 
Mr. Cleveland will begin to fail after 
the first ballot." 

"Will New York cast its vote for Mr. 
Boiei, as has been intimated ?" 

"I can not say. I believe, however, 
that they will vote for Wl at all 
times." 

The general opinion is that a combine 
of Hill and Boies is being formed, but it 
is doubtful at this writing whether they 
can stop Mr. Cleveland's nomination on 
the first balVot. Nevertheless, this plan 
is Iieing pushed, and the New York 
leaders aie as hard at WOrk as tf the 
conteet had just begun. 

At 6 o'clock last night they reopened 
the campaign of literature and issued a 
manifesto aeclaring that Mr. Cleveland 
could not obtain the electoral vote of 
New York state if nominated. This 
was signed by every delegate from New 
'York state, including James H. Man- 
ning, of Albany, son of Cleveland's de- 
ceased aeoretary of the tseasury, who 
has been a stanch supporter of Mr. 
Cleveland, 'and personally unfriendly to 
UUL UtLmMflOiBiiifittbfeviaii- 



ment containing the fac-simile auto- 
graphs of the signers, were put about 
m all the hotels and thou.'<;tiids of copioe 
distributed on the street'^. The Tar - 
many leaders point to the si^uHtures of 
Cochran, Croker and Fellows to show 
that the rumore of a break to Clerdand 
are false.

MURDE R AND S UICIDE.

Letts, shot and kille<l his sister m l;iw. 
Miss Katharine Swart, yesterday, and 
three minutes afterwards he went into a 
bam and shot and killed himself. The 
murder and stiii'ide have created great 
excitement in Schoarchie cotintv. as 
both the murdered waiuan and the mur> 
derer are de-cendeil fVoiu old and re- 
Bi)ectable families. The tragedy oc- 
curred at the I 'Id Swart homestead, 
were his wife and two sisters resided. 
Martin Swarts. father of the woman, 
died several years ago, leaving consid- 
erable of an estate to be devided 
his daughters. 

Letts, it is undei-stood, had invested 
bis wife's portion in western property, 
and wished to do the same with that of 
the other sisters, but Miss Katharine 
strenuously opposed his pltin. This is 
the only cause known for the tragedy, 
excepting the supposition that Letti had 
suddenly became insane. There is aoae 
foundanon for this latter theory, aa 
Letts' father died in » madhouse.

Brbst, June 22.— A terrible acddanl 
occnnred Xdnday on board the new 
French eraiser Dupny de Lome. 6,800 

ton.s. Onlers had been given for thf 
vessel to make a trial of her machinery, 
and while this trial wa*« in progress thf 
end of one of the boilers wn,s blown out. 
The fire room iniiuediately became tilled 
with .scalding steam anil a sulphuI•"U.'- 
eutt'ocating smoke cau.sed by the water 
reaching and extinguishing the tin 
under the boiler. To make I lie situation 
Worse the electric lights went out and 
the fire room was iett In d.ii Uness. 

The engineers and stokersi were un- 
able- tk escapte, and the i;hief engineer 
and an outsider rutilied down the fire- 
room ladder and broke open the <loc)r of 
the cuiniiartment. Then a most horri- 
ble and ^icktning sight presented itself. 
Men werp lying on the deck deliriouii 
from tlie agony caused by the terrihle 
injune.- that they had sustained. Some 
were writliing in convulsions, their 
blackened and distorted faces and fear- 
fully blistered bodies, aims and legs 
presenting a sight at once Mckening and 
heartreiiiUng. Sever.il i>f the men in 
their torture had bitten themselves on 
their nvinn and hands, and bad attacked 
their e(jually unfortunate comi'aiiions 
and had bitten them. 

In some cases men were li.-.ijied to- 
gether in struggling wrirhing masses, 
and it required considiTatih' effort to 
sepiirate them. 

The ilet k of the tire inoin was i overed 
with hot water from tlie exploded boiler 
to the depth of two <ii three inch">., and 
in this the injured men lay, every sec- 
ond adding to the terrible -cabling they 
had received. 

Eliorts were at once imide to get the 
men out of the* fireioom. but this task 
wa.s rendered dilficnlt through the tact 
that thev were abN^lutely crazy with 
pain ami a, lacked their wcaild-be res- 
cuer»: with their hands, feet and teeth, 
in some cases inflicting ternble injuries. 
The hot water also added to the diffi- 
culty of removing the men and titn-vUy it 
was found necessary to gra^l' them in 
any way and drag them out. Fifteen 
of th»,iii Were dying when they were 
taken to the shipV hospital, and a num- 
ber ol others will undoubteilly din ui a 
very ^hort time. It is belieVKcl that ln-- 
sides their external injuries nearly all ol 
them inhaled steam, and thi.s alone 
wouhl be sufficient t(> cause death. 

At the vory time the end of iln' boiler 
blew out an explosion occurieil in the 
coal bunkers and .set the cruiser oii Hre. 
The crew were at once summoned to tire 
quarters ajid hose were laid to the bunk- 
ers. The donkey engines were started 
and soon the tire u'ot under control. 

The two .'K t iileiits cause<l tome breach 
in the usual ni;m-of-war's ilisclpline, 
and some of the ofticers ajipeared to 
have lost their heads. While nearly 
everybody on Iward the cruiser was at- 
tempting to rescue the injured in the 
ftre room or fighting the fires in the 
bunkers the quartermasters reported that 
tl.e\ , . i\ild not handle the ship. An in- 
vestigation waa made, when it was 

found that the steering apparatus had 
iroken down The cruiser was perfect- 
ly helpless and signals were hoisted 
asking for assistance. She was finally 
taken in tow and brought back to her 
moorings. The naval authorltiea will 
make a most searcUag isvwHgatlaa 
into the ao cidents.

A member of one of the leading flmi 
in this city stated a few days ago that the

Kinley tarifT went into efTect. "And," 
added be, "the price of American tin is 
higher thw tlM pitoe ol tiM iONign 

article." 

In this connection the following is of 
interest. Noting the increase in the im- 
portation of tin plate recently, an ex- 
change says : " For a time the importa- 
tion of tin plates fell off because the 
cpnaumers of the article, the makers of 
roofs, pane and cans, supplied themselves 

against the future between the passage 
of the McKinley act, October 1, 1890, and 
July 1, 1801. when the ttei^ate echednle 
went into effect. 

"Before the McKinley act went into 
•fbct thie eowMrjr Imported in 1839 on 
an avera^^o every month 60,602,164 pounds 
of tin-plate, and in 1890 an average of 
86*223,088 poottds. In March of this 
year there was imported 67,408,900 
poimds. In other words the extra stock 
imported while the duty waH one cent 
per pound, against the evil day when the 
duty was to be 2 2-10 cents, has been ex- 
hausted and the defleiwicy must beiiude 

up. ' 

" It costs a good deal of money to make 

this defi(iency goo<l. The average 
monthly duty paid in 1889 was $500,021 
and in 1800 $5(>2.220. But the tax on the 
imports of March, 1802, was $1,584,970. 
In other words, the country is paying at 



the rate of about $1,000,000 a month for 
an experim^t that has not succeeded. 

"<£v«ry 4Be who buys a pail or a tin 
pail ora can of vegetables is contributing 
towards a fund of about $12,000,000 to 
encourage the industry of tin-plate mak 
iiiLT iti this country, and although the 
encouragement has been going on for 
about a year, it is evident, from the fact 
that we are still importing all the plate 
we need, that the money is worse than 
thrown away. The imjtorter j)ay8 the 
first, and then adds it with the customary 
percentage of profit, to the price at which 
be sells. 

" Possibly if 23 per cent, profit be added 
to the 112,000,000 tax, it Would repreeent 
wliat this unsuooeasful experiment haa 

coat the consumer."

The BcLLKTijr announced last Saturday 
that parties were then in Maysville with 
a view of secaring a location for a big 
stove factory. 

Till' fjentlemen behind tlie entorpriae 
reached thia city Friday, and that they 
are men of good bnaineM ability ia evi- 
(lonccd by the fact that their first inquiry 
waa in regard to Maysville'a transporta- 
tion faetHtlM. Were freinfata high or 
low ? Was there competition in thn nliip- 
ping line? They wanted a location— all 
thinffi beinir anittible— where they 
oonld receive their raw material aa lowaa 
pOMdble, and where the rates on the man- 
ufactured goods shipped to their custo- 
mers throughout the country would be 
as reasonable as possible. 

Some of Mayeville's factories were vis-^ 
ited, and the proprietors were consulted 
on the points referred to. A talk was 
nazt liad with a gentleman who is, per- 
haps, better posted than any other indi- 
▼idaal in this city as to onr shipping fa- 
cilities — the freight rates on ejooda ship- 
ped here and on goods sent from here to 
Other points. It is not generally recog- 
nized, but it is a fact, nevertheless that 
there are few cities in Kentucky more 
favored in thia iMpeet,— whara ratal an 
as low. 

The parties were satisfied with the re- 
sult of their inve Mtij^atioiis, and if every- 
thing else can now be satisfactorily ar- 
Tanged the factory will be completed and 
in operation by next fall. 

Tiie capital to be invested in the en- 
tarpriia Will be 1180,000. 

The proprietors will guarantee to am* 
ploy from 75 to 150 skilled mechanici— 
all men and all of whom will hata to 
brought from other points. * 

They ask that five acres of land be 
given them as a location for the factory, 
and they ask that Maysville people take 
stock in the company to the extent of 
$(35,o<)o. Thin >r,.j.O(X) is to be preferred 
stock, secured by tirst mortgage on the 
plant, and guaranteed to pay a 6 per cent, 
dividend, payable (-'cmi-iinnunlly. 

If the BcLLVriN understands the pr>^p- 
osition, it is as above stated. Some of 
Maysville's most enterprising citizens 
have taken hold of the matter. They 
did not have much time to devote to the 
work yesterday, but they met with suc- 
cess as far as they went. 

One of Maysville'a liberal and progres- 
sive citizens has promised to donate the 
UTe acres of ground as a site for the fac- 
tory Another one has put his name 
down for $5,000 of the $65,000 stock.

Satiafaetory Par Poliey-Hold- 
ara im Tbto laatloa. 



Mention ha.s iteen made of the failure 
of the People's Mutual Assurance Fund 
of Louisville last Thursday, and that sev- 
eral Maysville and Mason County citizens 
were policy-holders in the concern. 

The company had been on its last legs 
for some time, but its tme condition was 
concealed and the officers contined to 
send out notices to policy-holders and 
collect tbe premiums. 

Mr. M. K. McKellap, of the Grand 
View Hotel, was one of the policy-hold- 
ers, and when ha received tha last notice 
he refused to pay the prendiini until he 
obtained a statement of the company's 
condition. On June 12 he «ot a letter 
from tbe Secretary and Treasurer, W. T. 
Darrow, who wrote that " the company 
was financially in a better condition than 
ever before, and gave the assets at $70,- 
448; inrplns to Ttolfcy-holders, $4.3,000." 

Mr. McKeliiip then jmid his premium. 
$17, and no one was more surprised than 
he at the news of the aMigmnant. 

Mr. McKellup and the other policy- 
holders hereabouts felt that they were 
victims of a downright tK^blila tad thay 
determined to take steps to commence 
criminal proceedings against the officers 
of the defunct concern. 

He had the Secretary and Treasurer's 
letter refitrred^ above, and he wrote to 

Mr. Darrow, deman.liir,' tliat the?17 be re- 
funded at once, intormmg him aa to what 
the poHoy-lMldan hereabouts had deter- 
mined upon.
